Let them, if they can, ſhew, that any Man 
may, conſiſtent with Truth, Juſtice, or Common- 
Senſe, with his Obligations to Society, whether moral, 
religious, civil, or political, vote for 'an Alderman. 
Should not the Aldermen put Men into a Method of 
doing this, before they can think of baſely intrapping 
the Citizens by finiſter Influence and pernicious, ſlaviſh 

Artiſices, to involve. themſelves in the Infamy, Diſ- 
grace and Confuſion, that muſt attend thoſe, who vote, 
Probably againſt the conviction of theirSenſes,afſuredly, 

_ againſt the known Intereſt, againſt the eſtabliſhed 
Principles of the Conſtitution of their City and Coun- 
try? Let the Aldermen firſt acquit their Board of the 
Miſconduct, Male-adminiſtration andGuilt, laid at their 
Door. If they be ſenſible and innocent, it is eaſy to 
make it appear. For my Part, I have been foremoſt 
in the Charge, * them; and yet, if they give me. 

but the Means, ſolemnly declare, I ſhall be ho ſeſs 
forward in their Vindication : For, I had rather be de- 
tected in a Thouſand well intended Miſtakes, than any. 
One of them-ſhould be found intentionally Criminal. 
But, till they have given the World ſome Proof . 
their good Senſe and Integrity, I think it is the higheſt 
Arrogance, in the Board, the moſt daring Inſult to 
the Public, to offer any of themſelves Candidates for 


the firſt and greateſt Truſt, the Citizens can confer. 


Conſider theſe Things properly, and You muſt think 
it your invariable Intereſt and indiſpenſible Duty to 
chooſe, upon pure Principles, Men of the moſt ap-
